Jamaica-Imperial 10/31. 3 pros for show-Times, Post, 
Journal American- and 7 unanimous okays for star Lena Horne 
recorded on new musical presented by David Merrick, Though 
all raved about Horne majority feared book by E. Y Harburg 
and Fred Saidy, music by Harold Arlen and lyrics by Harburg 
were on the dull side, Atkinson, Times, found all the proceed- 
ings delightful, with nothing on anyone's mind but entertainment. 
A beautiful, jovial, old fashioned musical comedy produced and 
staged with taste and style, Times man saluted. Watts, Post, 
doubted if it rnade any difference if book is epically feeble, for 
show has striking Arlen score, vivid dance numbers and a fes- 
tive air of picturesque brightness, Journal American aisle- 
sitter joined approvers billed it as speedy, sumptuous, more 
than adequate vechile for the many splendored Miss Horne. 
Dissenters found show boring inspite of star. A concert try 
at a LP disc and sheet music, pans Kerr, Herald Tribune, A 
musical without a plot, a series of calypso numbers with same- 
ness of mood and beat, adds Chapman, News. Comedy not mem- 
orable, music without melody adding up to a grand and glittering 

goof, fears Aston, World-Telegram-Sun, Journal American 
audience poll voted 5 pro,no cons. 


The Square Root of Wonderful-National 10/30. 2 pros- 
News, World Telegram-Sun- greeted Carson McCullers second 
play presented by Saint Subber and Figaro, Inc. A trauma in 
three acts handsomely and intelligently presented, okayed 
Chapman, News. He shared credits with star Anne Baxter, the 
supporting cast and director George Keathley. A sturdy enter- 
tainment that rings with reality, yet filled with laughter, adds 
Aston, WTS. Con side was disappointed with McCullers first 
play since A Member of the Wedding. Current play is common- 
place in comparison, a listless play, pans Atkinson, Times, who 
found title more charecteristic of author than her play. Mating 
of humor and moods misses , joins Kerr, Herald Tribune, who 
also vetoed Jo Mielziner set as wrong. Uneven script with 
flashes of beauty embedded in a basis of the fumbling and sor- 
did, concludes Coleman, Mirror. An interesting play but only 
intermittently effective, notes Watts, Post. As pretentious and 
precious as title, panned McClain, Journal American, Audience 
poll of Journal American voted 3 con, 2 pro.
